a corn field at the side of the road 
and opened fire on Reed's aiitoino- 
bile.

Reed and his two guards 
were, 


liiken by surprise and covered by 
the, bandits before they could 
re- 


turn "the lire. The two bank 
men 


were not hit by the outlaws' bullets. 


Bringing his. automobile io a halt 


iRecd and 
his 
companions 
were 


forced to leave Ihc automobile and 
<iuo of ilie bandits grabbed the mo- 
ney. 


Reed said the bandit who look the 


cash was :i:liout forty-five years old 
and wore- a false beard. The robbers 
disarmed Reed and 'the guards and 
disabled the engine of the automo- 
bile so they could not take up pur- 
suit.

When completed a fence will be e- 
rected on the west side, opposite a 
filing station, and the roadway will 
he of sufficient width to prevent any 
collision if drivers remain on their 
right hand side of the road.

Insofar as Rising Generation is Ris- 


ing, Local Pastor Says He has no 


Fear For it 


Some years ago Gilbert K. Ches- 


terton asked what"!? the matter with 
the world and ever since that time 
the'world has been deluged with an- 
swers, the Rev. Henry W.- Hargett, 
pastor of St. Paul's Methodist Epis- 
copal church, said at the noon meet- 
ing of the Rotary club today, speak- 
ing-on the trend of the times. 


His analysis was that the mater- 


ial side of life had progressed 
so 


much more rapidly than the moral 
and spiritual. 


A number of guests were present 


for the meeting, including J. C. Mac- 
Dougal of Glascow, Scotland, sou7 
in-law of the Rev. Mr. Hargett; Bir- 
ney D. Farthing, county superinten- 
dent of'schools; J. C. Consadine of 
Indianapolis; Louis Butler and R. A. 
Innis of this city. 


The Rotarians and guests 
were 


favored with two solos by Mrs. Neff 
Ashworth, Miss Virginia Lucas play- 
ing the piano accompaniment. Mrs. 
Ashworth sang first "Pale Moon,* 
and after vigorous applause as an 
inducement, she sang another selec- 
tion, "The Land of the Sky Blue 
Water."

The speaker said that some had 


suggested one-fault with the world 
was too many people, and that au- 
tomobiles and airplanes had bee.n in- 
vented to reduce the' number. 


Still another suggestion,' he said, 


was that there were too few people, 
and 'another that .Ihe./gnanty -was 
not good enough.

"We have made.more rapid pro- 


gress in a material way in 'the last 
25 years than in the spiritual and 
moral," Mr. Hargett stated. ^'We are

through a orack in the door', Nickol 
saw the' massive money vault door 
swing open.

Dr. Morris, in Lecture at Institute, 


Talks on the Reconstruction of 


Europe 


ON RELATION TO FRANCE 


If Such Problems Are to be Solved 


He Says They Must be Settled . 


WlthOHt Petty Polities 


"If the problems of the world are 


to be settled, they must be settled 
right," declared Dr. Homer L. Mor- 
ris in his address this morning 
at 


the county teachers' institute, "and 
they must be settled on the basis of 
truth honesty and facts." 
.Dr. Morris, who ,is lecturing at 
the 'institute OB economic conditions, 
today took up the reconstruction of 
Europe, dealing in his lecture this 
morning with the problems that are 
facing France in the reconstruction 
.period. 
' 
' 


-This-nation, since the world-war, 


he^ said, has made rapid progress in 
reconstructing their average, and 
that today there are only 300,000 
acres that have not been replaced 
since the destruction of the -World 
War. 


•Dr. Morris then took up the. fl 


nancial situation in France, declar- 
ing that in 1913, the wealth of the 
nation was" 53 billion dolla/s, with 
a debt of six billion. "The war cost 
this nation 374 billion dollars, or 65 
percent of the total wealth went up 
in smoke," he said. 


France today is 
facing a most 


staggering financial problem, the 
speaker declared, and they are so 
deeply in debt that the country faces 
bankruptcy. France is willing to pav 
her'war debts, he said, but is unable 
to pay until Germany pays her what 
is due. 


"Another problem 
with France 


today is her security," Dr. Morris 
said. "She has been twice invaded 
within a generation . b y 
Germany. 


Her geographical location is not se- 
cure from attack by foreign coun- 
tries. 
.

The speaker pointed out the fact 


that negotiation after 
negotiation 


had been attempted to make France 
a secure nation, but these attempts 
have failed. He discussed the three- 
power treaty which was advanced as 
one of the solutions for the safety 
of France, but which was • turner 
down by the nUited -States and Eng- 
land. : 
• • ' 


The Treaty of Versailles was also 


discussed at length by Dr. Morris 
in which he attempted to show the 
great problems that arise in such 
proposed international agreements. 
' One section of the treaty, which 
he dwelt on at length was the sec- 
tion pertaining to the placing of the 
blame on who caused the war, ant 
in which the treaty places the blame 
solely and wholly upon Germany. 
...Another contention exists in the 
treaty, he said, which was not a- 
greeable, was that Germany conic 
be compelled to pay all expenses o] 
the war. Dr. Morris declared thai 
politics had played a part.in pre- 
venting to bring about a satisfactory 
agreement -between the nations. 


"America has played petty poli- 


tics in these negotiations,".he-said 
"and especially in- connection .wit) 
the Versailles treaty." He pointei 
out two sections of the treaty, main- 
ly the league of nations' and -the 
Shantung Peninsula, which had fig- 
ured in political 
controversies ia 


America.- "If the problems of the 
world are to.be settled, 7they must
